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PREFATORY NOTICE. 



The proceedings which took place in the reign of Charles the 
First, relative to the ancient Property and Revenues of the 
Church of Scotland, are so well known as a matter of Public 
History, and have been so important in their practical effects 
on the interests of individuals, that any minute details on the 
subject, as introductory to the following volume, might be fairly 
regarded as superfluous. In connection with the arrangements 
which were then contemplated between the Crown and its Lay 
subjects, relative to the spiritual patrimony of the" Church, it 
became necessary to provide for the regular and permanent en- 
dowment of its Protestant Ministers ; and under a Royal Com- 
mission, which issued in January 1627, a certain number of 
persons of distinguished rank and consideration, were authorised, 
among their other functions, to institute the requisite inquiries 
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on that subject Soon after their appointment an order appears 
to have been transmitted to the different Presbyteries, calling 
upon the clergy to make a minute and authentic return of the 
existing parochial establishments within their bounds, of the 
state and amount of ecclesiastical property in each Parish, of its 
present application, and of such other matters as might affect 
the general arrangements then contemplated. It is much to be 
regretted that the records of this Commission have been so 
very imperfectly preserved ; and that even the terms of the order 
now alluded to, have not been found. To what extent the re- 
quisite Reports were obtained, cannot now be traced j but those 
from forty-nine Parishes, situated in different parts of Scotland, 
have escaped the general wreck ; and scanty and imperfect as 
they are, may be regarded as an interesting contribution to the 
Local History and Statistics of the country in the earlier part 
of the Seventeenth century.

In the paroch off Bonckell thair wer thre 
hundreth communicantes. In the paroch of Preftone twa hundreth com- 
municantes. The ftipend of the Minifter off Bonckell theu threfcoir 
pundiB money, and the viccarage eftimat abone the worth to twa hundreth 
merkes but then nocht worth ane hundreth pundis with manfe and glib. 
The Minifter at Preftone then fyftie pund and the wiccarage reakinet to 
ane hundreth mairkis but abone the worth, nocht worth fyftie poundes,

of Chimfyd and Mr. Frances Hepburne Minifter at the kirk of Len- 
dell conforme to the power and Commiffione given and grantit to 
tham be the Lordis Commiffioneris nominat be the Kinges Majeftie 
to treat with his Maiefties fubje&is in matteris concerning the erec- 
tiones temporalities fuperiorities of benefices teyndis &c. and having 
given our oatheB that We and everje ane of ws fould cairnilly dili- 
gently and truely according to our confcience and knowledge execut 
the commiffione grantit to ws for informing ourfelfes in the particular 
articles given vnto ws anent the eftait of the faid kirk and parifh of 
Lendell and that we fould proceid thairin efter the moft confcien- 
tious and indifferent manner we can without refpeft of perfones or 
ony other privat confideratioune Have fett doune the famein in man- 
ner vnderwreatten conforme to the tennour of our faid oath and 
articles proponit to wb be the faidis Lordis Commiffioneris as efter 
followes viz. 

Imprimis the number of Communicantis within the faid parifh of Len- 
dell or Cauldftreame We find tham to be eight hnndreth perfones and 
abone all without and aboue the age of fextein yeiris. 
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The faid parifti conteines thrie myllis in length and tuo myllis in breadth 
the eiftmoft toune of the parifti is diftant from the faid kirk ane myll and 
half myll the weftmoft ane myll and half niyll the northmoft toune tuo 
myites Ther is no tonne of the faid parifti on the fouth the kirk 
(landing vpon the river of Tueid. 

As for any vnion of the faid kirk to any other, or of any other kirk to 
it we know none. 

The kirk of Lendell is ane kirk of the Pry one of Cauldftreame it was of 
old bot ane ohappell callit Lendell chappell and now it. is the parifti kirk 
be reafone of the moft commodious fitnatione for the parifti. 

The Minifter is provydit be the plott of old to threilcoir bollis vi&uall 
quheit beir and meill ftreakit mett everie ane a thrid pairt and thrie hun- 
dreth merkis of filver and the viccarago teyndis of the haill parifti i-pja 
corpora and is prefentit thairvnto bot hes only in pofleffione for the pre- 
fent the fitidis thriefcoir bollis viftuall viz. fonrtein bollis out of the teynd 
of Graden ; proportione abone wreatten nyne bollis out of the teyndis of 
Lendellhill and Snuick proportion foiriaid, nyntein bollis eight peekis 
out of the teyndis of Cauldftreame and the Haines thairof proportione 
foirfaid ; fex bollis out of the teyndis of Wylliclengh proportione foirlaid, 
and thrie bollis thrie firlotis quheit four bollis ftreakit meill thrie bollis 
tuelve peekis beir out of the teyndis of Darnchefter and of the laid filver 
deutie onlie fourfcoir eightein merkis viz. threttie merkis out of the landis 
of Lennellhill, fiftie merkis out of Cauldftreame and the Maynes thairof 
and eightein merkis out of the landis of Hatchetneis. 

We haue no fchooft no fundationne nor manteinance for a fchooll not- 
withftanding ther is great neceflitie of one in refpeft of the great number 
of young children and mantinence may be weill provydit in refpeft of the 
yeirlie revenew of the teyndis of the laid parifti. 

Ther is no hofpitall nor hofpitall landes prebendaries nor freirlandis 
knowen to ws to be within our faid parifti. 
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As for cheplanries we know none to be within our faid parifh bot ther 
hes .bein of old neir to the Hirfell ather chappell or kirk quhairof ther is 
onlie reftand ane kirk yaird callit Granton kirkyaird pofleffit be the Earle 
of Home and we know no benefeit belonging thairto. 

As for the worth of the yeirlie rent of everie ronme within the laid 
parilh ftock and teynd is fuch.

Information Anent the condition of the raited kirkis of Dalgarno 
and Clofburne wher thcr is tuo Handing kirkis with ther federal 
manfis and gleebs. 

Dalgarao is a pendicl of Halyroodhoufe. The teinds whereof (the 
minifter being payed) did belong to the Bifhop of Edinburch ; bot efter 
abolitioun of epifcopacie wer difponed for mantainans of the Caftle of 
Edinburch The worth of the lands of this parochin, in ftok and teind 
perfonage and viccarage, is about 9000 merkis 

Clofburne is a pendicl of Kelfo, the teinds whereof wer a pairt of the 
rent of the Bifhop of Galloway, bot Epifcopacie being now aboliihed, is 
affigned to the Colledg of Glal'gow The worth of this parochin in flock 
and teind perfonage and viccarage, is about 3000 merkis 

Inde, 12000 merkis 

1 . Thir two parochins upon the fupplication of the heritors to the Affem- 
hlie at Linlithgow, in anno 1606, wer judged fit to be one congre- 
gatioune, and the union ratifyd by Parliament.

7. Som places of the parochin of Clofburne ar fyve and four miles from 
Dalgarno Church and within 3 or four at the molt of ther own 
paroch Church. 

8. None of the fabrikis of anie of the tuo Churches cann accommodat the 
whole number of both parochins without inlargment Iff they remain 
anie longer in this condition. 

Wherfor the Prefbyterie Recommends to the Comiffion the difunion 
of tbir kirkis with a difinembring of fom remote places from the Parochin 
of Dalgarno to be annexed to the Church of Clofburne that both Paro- 
chins maye be equal in provision and number of Commnnicantis. 

Recommendation of the Prefbyterie of Penpont for Divifion of the 
Kirkis of Dalgarno and Clofburne. 

At Penpont 19 Janwsry 1648. 
The quhilk day the Moderator and remanent Brethren of the Prefby- 
terie conveened for the tyme taking to ther ferious confideratioun the 
expedience of difuniting the kirks of Clofburne and Dalgarno lyand with- 
in the laid Prefbytrie and that for the caufes and reafons following viz. 
1 . That the laid two kirks wer united in the dayes of corruption and Epif- 
copacie to the great detriment and hurt of the Church. 2. That the two 
kirks being in rent of ftock and teind feventein thowfand merks and up- 
ward may verie convenience affoord maintainance to two Minifiers for 
ferring the cure at the faide kirks. 3. The number of Communicants 
being feven hnndreth or thereabout may be two flocks fufficient for two 
minifters. 4. That the heritours being cited to compeir befor the Pref- 
bytrie, mod part of them compeired, and could not objeft any relevant 
reafon, (in our judgment,) quherfor they might not be disjoyned. 5. That 
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the fabrickes of both Churches are now in a gud frame, quhilk will not 
long continue if they Ihould remaine in the prefent condition. 

As alfo confidering that the kirk of Clolburne is bat a mean paroche 
not able to furnifche a competent ftipend to a Minifter by itfelff, and that 
the other kirk of Dalgarno is a great and fpacious paroche, Wee doe think 
it verie neceflarie and expedient for the better planting and provyding of 
the two Churches feverallie and by themfelves that the lantlis of Branrigg, 
Mitclielllackes, Locherbane, Garrock, Auchinleck, Sandrum and Newtoun 
Ihould be feparated and disjoyned from the forfaide paroche of Dalgarno 
and annexed to the kirk of Clolburne in refpeft that the faids lands are 
dillant fome fyve fome four and fome three mylles at leaft from the kirk 
of Dalgarno and ly more convenience and at a fan* neirer diftance unto 
the paroche of Clolburne Therefor the Prelbytrie ordaines our brother 
Mr. William Black preacher at the faids kirks to repair to the honourable 
Commiffion (now fitting at Edinburgh) for tythes and furrenders uniting 
or difuniting of Churches to agent the prefent disjun&ion of thefe two 
kirks and for feparating and fejoyning the aboue fpeciefied lands from the 
paroche of Dalgarno and annexing the famyn to the paroche of Clolburne 
with all celeritie and poffible diligence it being a worke qubich fo much 
tends to the glorie of God benefitt of the Church and falvatioun of foules. 
In conlideratioun of the reafons abone mentioned and in obedience to 
the act of the General! Afiemblie calling ws to this dutie Wee giue our 
full power and exprelfe charge to the laid Mr. Wm. Black to profecute 
the divilion feparatioun and annexatioun forfaid. And doe by thefe pre- 
lentis humblie befeech the honorable Commiffion to interpone ther au- 
thorise and power to that effect Thefe prefentis are fubfcryved day and 
place forfaid by the Moderator and Clerk in name of the Prelbytrie.

and the kirk land of Lochquharret quhilk is now callit Torcraik 
alloted to him and wes bund to vpliold the fabrick of the queir Efter- 
ward anno 1596 It wes diffbluid frome the fajd kirk by oure la.it king 
James the fext of happie memorie with confent of his audit counfellouris 
and ere&id in ane re&orie and perfbnage and the thrie 'prebendries and 
viccarage foirfaid incorporat thairin with thair rentis landis and houflis 
Quhilk diflblutioun and ere&ioun is ratifiet in the parliament at Perth 
anno 1606 and the provcft of the faid Colledge kirk and molt pairt of the 
prebendaris intereffed thairin hes confentit thairto Lykas now fince the 
ere&ioun of bifchoppis the Archbifchope of St. Androis with confent of 
the chapter hes approvin the famyne, to quhome the patronage of the faid 
benifice and prebendrie thairin incorporat hes de ture returnit.

Thefe vnder writtin ar prefented be Sir James Dundas of Arniftoun 

Knight 

It is to confidered that the landis of Arniftoun with the pendicles 
thairof The lands of Eafter and Wefter Halkerftoune The lands of Efper- 
ftouhe The lands of Hurdfpeth And the lands of'Newbyres all pertining . 
heritablie to Sir James Dundas of Arniftoune were nocht able to iawe the 
number of bollis, yeeld the incres, nor .pay the dewtie they doe at the 
prefent, if they had nocht the benefite of coilt and lymeftane : ffor by the 
occafioune of thefe twa the haill bounds of the faids lands that can be 
made arrable ar rivin out, manured and fawne, And without the benefite 
of thefe twa, the half of thefe lands that ar now goodet, laboured and fawne 
wald of force ly lie as in former times, and as Tther rowmes doe that hes 
nocht the lame, or lum vther benefite of the lyk nature. And as to 
the cafualetie of coill, The endurance thairof is knawne be all coilmaifters 
to be moift uncertane ; without the quhilk, the benefite of lyme ftane could 
feme to no vfe in this cace, yea the manuring with lyme (except the fame 
be vied with grett difcretioune) may imports no ly tie harme, and be tyme 
make the land to becum altogither barren and yeeld no incres, quhairof - 
a gritt many in diuers pairtes of this kingdome doe alreddie find the 
dnilfull experience, and the faid Sir James as ane throwe this pecafioun 
is forced to lett a pairt that wes wont to be his beft fatland ly lie. As 
alio if thir lands fould rail in a' pupils hands whofe tutor or curatours be 
either fkilles or careles, and perhaps bothe, how fould the ftock and teynd 
of thefe lands (the richt vfe of thefe benefites being neglected or abided) 
be maintained communtfm annis at the hie rent they ar racked to at the 
prefent. So in regairde of the premiffis the eftate and rent both of ftock 
and teind of thefe lands can never be valued nor repute conftant except 
they be valued at the very fame eftate and worth they were before the 
lyming and no hiar, quhilk is referrit to the wyfe and judicious confidera- 
tioune of the Lords Commiffionara. 
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PARISH OF COCKPEN. 
At Cockpen the fevinth day of Maij 1627. 

The quhilk day the Minifter haveing conveined in the kirk of Cockpen 
the perfones chofen and nominat be him according to the Commiffioun 
to the effe& that they micht concurre with him to try the eftate of the 
paroche conforme to the articles fet doun in the Commiffioun They efter 
gude advyfe and deliberatioun proceidit in mancr following and gave 
thefe anfueris to everie article according to theyr knowledge. 

In the firft that the Communicantis were betwein fextein and fevintein 
fcore. 

The lenth of the paroche is two myle The breadth a myle and more. 

Sowme Rowmes in the paroche ar diftant fra the kirk a myle viz. 
Eiftfyde of Poltoun and' Hilhead The Bottomes and Dalhouffie fcheillis 
thrie quarteris of a myle the Eift maynes half a myle, The reft of the 
Roumes lyes neir eneugh the kirk. 

The kirk of Cockpen was never vnited to any vther Kirk hot ever was 
a feverall paroche kirk. 

It is of the prelacie of Newbottle The abbotis of Newbottle were perfones 
and drew the great teind The vicar ferved the cure and dwelt at the 
kirk befor the Reformationn Since the Reformatioun it was diflblved 
in anno [1587] and ere&ed in a perfonage and vicarage The Lordis of 
Newbottle were ever iince pat rones of baith, Quha before the Reformatioun 
were patrones we knaw not. 

The Minifter his ftipend is twa hundreth merkis money twa chalderie 
viftuall and vicarage quhilk was allowed be the plat for ane hundreth pundis 
quhilk never was worth the halfe of it to him. 
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Ther is no fchoole for the prefent in the parochen There was ane bot 
for fault of maintenance it deferted There is great neceffitie of a fchoole 
in refpecl there ar many young ones in the paroche to be inftru&ed. 
There was nevir ane hofpitall in our paroche. 

There was ane chappell callit St. Leonardos chappell, quhairof the Lairdis 
of Dalhouflie wer patrones and now my Lord is patrone; quhairvnto 
belangiB the landis of the Eift fyde of Poltoun. 

There is no prebendaries nor frierlandis There is fome vther kirklandis 
as namely a great croft of land callit the Kirkhill lyand befyde the kirk 
poffeft of auld be the viccaris quhilk ferved the cure now be my Lord 
Ramfay of Dalhouflie There is alio in the mylnehome a peice of land 
callit Saint Mungois croft poffeft alio be the Lord Ramfay. 

As concerning the worth and Rentis of the Roumes of the paroche. 
The Rent of the haill landis of Cockpen feuerally fra the teyndis 
of auld in the tyme of James Ramfay of Cockpen about 40 yeiris 
fince was eftimat to fourtein chalderis of vi&uall. 
Now it is better nor fevintein chalderis by twa hundreth pundis 
of filver duety and more. 
The Eift fyde of Cockpen now poffeft be Mr. Robert Foulis Advocat 
be a wedfet of vmqubile Robert Erie of Louthian quha was heritour of the 
. haill landis The greateft pairt thairof is fet out in forming for aucht 
chalderis vi&uall and twa bollis There are fome thirtein aikeris forby 
fet out for Elevin pundis the aiker both for ferme and teind The great 
teind of the Eift fyde we eftimat to thrie chalderis of vicluall both of that 
quhilk is drawin be the laid Mr. Robert Foulis and that quhilk is fet out 
for timer duety Bot if they want the libertie of the lyme ftane as it may 
happen if the landis of Cockpen be feuerally difponit fra the landis of 
Newbottle both rent and teind will be far inferiour. 
The finall teindis is eftimat to thrie pundis. 
The Waft fyde of Cockpen hes fundry Roumes fet out to fondry handis 
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viz. the Ridheuch quhilk of auld about fourtie yeiris fiuce payed fourtie 
bollis of viftuall and now payes no more Bot the farmer hes a take fra 
the auld Lady Cockpen lyfrenter dureing her lyftyme quhairfore he payee 
ane thowfand merkis of gerfum. 

The great teind is eftimat to 30 bollis. 

The New Maynes togidder with the mylne and myloe landis payes thrie 
chalderis viftuall by their kaine The rent of the mylne feuerally fra the 
landis is eftimat to fextein bollis The landis threttie twa bollis Thefe 
landis of auld lay lie and wer firft brocht in be the prefent fermoreris 
quha hes a tak of the lady for her lyftyme Now it is thoght that it may 
pay as mekle teind as the Ridheuch viz. twentie bollis yea thefe yeires 
laft bypaft it hes payed afmekle as the Ridheuch did. 

Polvart maynes of late payed four chalder It was thocht to higlie 
Bot if it were well laboured it micht pay thrie chalder viftuall. 

Now a great pairt of it the Lady herfelfe hes in maynfing. 

Another pairt of it is fet out for twentie bollis viftuall. 

The great teind of all this maynfe is eftimate to twentie bollis of 
viftuall. 

The Walke mylnne togidder with the landis lying thairto payis ane hun- 
dreth merkes both for ferine and teind The land feuerally frome the 
mylne may pay fbure bollis beir and for teind fex firlotis.

It haith thrie hundreth commwnicantis It is in lenth twa myles and 
in breid als mutche The fardelt rowme frome the parochin is ane myll 
and ane halff It is vnited to nane nor nane to it. 

It is ane Colledge kirk and the titular is the proveft quho befoir the 
ere&ioun of the faid Colledge kirk weB perfoun His rent is the teyndis 
baith perfonage and viccarage throw the bail] paroche and be the funda- 
tioun is bund obire onera ordmarta epifcopalia, fyc. as Mr Adame Johnftqun 
the firft Proveft fince the reformatioun fervit the cuir eonfonne to his 
prefentatioun collatioun and inftitutioun. 

In the fuiidatioun of the Colledge kirk thair is appoyntit a viccar 
penfionar quha for his rent haith ten pundis frae the proveft and I the 
prefect Minifter haith prefentatioun thairto. 

The patrone is quhofoevir is Lord Creichtoun bayth to the proveftrie 
and viccarage. 

The prefent Proveft is Johnne Scott brother naturall to the Erie of 
Buckcleuch quho taketh up twa hundreth pundis of tak dewtie of the 
teyndis belanging to the proveftrie.

tua mylles, And fwa the fartheft towne in the paroche is diftant only thrie 
mylles from the kirk.

At Dalketth the tenth day of Maii the yeir of God I m VI e tuenty 
and fevin yeiriB. 

The quhilk day Mr Johne Logane Minifter at the kirkis of Sowtra and 
Fala togidder with Alexander Hodge Alexander Tailyeour and Adam 
Turnet parochineriB nominal be the laid Minifter as moll judicious and 
indifferent compeirit befoir the Moderatour and Prelbyterie of Dalkeyth 
and thair gave all thair aithis and wer admittit to the tryall of the articles 
committed to them be the Lordis of His Majefties Commiffion and 
gave vp thair Declaratioun anent the laidis articles according to thair 
knawledge in manner following. 

THE VNITED KIRKIS OF BOWTEA AND FALA. 

The kirkis of Sowtra and Fala wer vnited vpon the tuenty day of Februar 
1618 yeiris. 

Befoir thair vnioun thair was about fburfcoir of Communicantis in each 
one of them and now in them bothe being vnited togidder thair ar aucht 
fcoir of Communicantis. 

Bothe the parodies lyeth contigue togidder and ar bothe of a lyke lenth 
and breidth, of the boundis of thrie myles in lenth and twa mylis in 
breidth bothe togidder. The farreft hous in the paroche fra the kirk 
quhairto it belongis is two myitis. 

The kirk of Sowtra was ane abbay kirk of old quhilk abbacy was firft 
a benefice be it felf as We ar informed and therefter vnited with the pro- 
veftrie of the Trinitie Colledge in Edinburgh, as yet vndiffolved thairfra. 
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The kirk of Fala is ane kirk of the Hofpitall of Ednem, the benefice 
•uhairto it belongis to the preceptory of the laid Hofpitall. 

The patron of the kirk of Sowtra to the toon of Edinburgh, as to alledged 
be them, The patron of the kirk of Fala ia the Laird of Edmeftoun of 
that Ilk, quho to alfo patrone of the faid preceptorie. 

The prefent ftipend of the Minifter ferveing the cure at the faidiB 
kirkls, is tua hundreth and fyftie merkto, payit be the toun of Edinburgh 
as titulars of the benefice and fetteris of the teyndis of the paroche, aug- 
mented be the latt plat ten merkis, for befoir they payed bot twa hun- 
dreth and fourty merkto out of the perfonage and viccarage teyndis of 
Sowtra And for the kirk of Fala the Minifterto ftipend prefently 1b ane 
hundreth merkis payed be the Laird of Edmondftoun as tutonr and adminif- 
tratour to his brother James Edmondftoun, out of the perfonage teyndis of 
the faid paroche of Fala, and the viccarage teyndis of the paroche of Fala, 
quhilk togidder with the viccarage of Ednem-fpittell (quhilk lay evermair to 
the viccarage of Fala as a pairt thairof) is eftimat worthe fyftie pundto and 
1 merk communibus amis bot without the viccarage of Ednem-fpittell is 
worthe fourtie pundto allanerly. Before the vnioun the Minifteris ftipend 
for the kirk of Fala was allanerly the faid viccarage, hot at the vnioun The 
Laird of Edmeftoun was ordained topayane hundreth merkis more out of the 
perfonage teyndis of Fala Now the haill ftipend of the Minifter prefently 
for his fervice at bothe the kirkto to four hundreth tnenty fax merkto with 
the vicarage of Ednem-fpittell or four hundreth and ten merkis with- 
out it By and attour hto two manfis and gleibis at the two kirkia, quhilk ■ 
being valued ar bothe worthe thretty fax pundis yeirly, auchtene pundto . 
ilk ane of them at the maift. 

Thair is as We ar informed a foundations for four beidmen in Fala,' bot 
quhat to become of the founded rent and to quhom it is payed We knaw 
not althogh we have vfed all the diligence we can to try the famyn. 

As for ony vther provifioun of any founded rent ather for the poore or 
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for a fchoole in ony of the foirfaidis parodies we knaw nane, althogh they 
ar bothe very neceflar. 

As for prebendaries chaplanariee or frier landis We knaw nane within 
the faidis parocbes. 

The Vduatioun o f the rowme* within the paroehe of Sowtra. 

The faxtene hufband landis of Sowtra barnis payis to William Borthuik 
elder of Sowtra thrie fcoir and ellevin bollis of beir and nyne bollis ait 
meill and prefentlie as the worthe of it communibus annis And the pairtie 
and pendicles of the faid rowme of Sowtra barnis, called Reidhall and 
Sowtra hill payis thrie hundreth merkiB bot befoir all the laid rowme 
with the pendicles foirfaidis payed thrie hundreth merkiB, Bot wer not 
the laid rowme of Sowtra barnis hes the commoditie of lyme quarrel), it 
wer les worthy. 

The perfonage teyndis of the faid rowme with the pendicles thairof (fa 
meikle as is led be the laid William Borthuik) is worthe ane chalder of 
beir and tuenty bollis of aitis prefently, bot communibus annis it is worthe 
thretty bollis half beir half aittis allanerly.

worthe threttie fevin pnndia communibus annis. The viccarage teyndis 
thairof ar eftimate worthe aucht pundis. 

The landis of Fala payis to the Laird of Edmeftoun as tutour foirlaid 
ane thowfand four feoir merkis for ftock and perfonage teyndis togidder, 
quhilk perfonage teyndiB being confidderit fevarallie fra the ftock is efti- 
mate worthe ane hundreth and ellevin pundis and the viccarage teyndis 
thairof worthe fyftene pundis communibus annis.

My Lord Balmerinoche is patroun quho had it off his Majeftie about 
the yeir .... 

The teindis off this parochoune ar led be the pofleflbris everie ane his 
owen The benefice off old was the haill perfounage and viccarage inteir 
withe fome threttie aikeris off land as a gleib, and that is all the kirkland 
in the parochoun, the Minifteris gleib being a pairt off that threttie 
aikeris. It was fett in few be Mr James Hammiltoun fometjme perfoun 
of Kirknewtoun to the goodman of Humbie, to be balden off him and his 
fuccefiburis for the payeing off nyne pond and halff ane mark, Now it haldes 
off his Majeftie for payeing the fowme forfaid in few dewtie. 

The prefent Minifter is titular off the haill perfounage and viccarage 
quhairfoir lyes on him the burthein off payeing his Majefties taxatioun, 
fumifcheing elementis to the Communioun and vphaldeing the Queir, 
albeit for the prefent be conditioun of tak he be exonerit off it Quhilk 
tak is now at expyreing This takefinan is my Lord Balmerinoche quha 
payes the Minifteris ftipend fyve hundreth merk allanerlie. 

And albeit he be takifman to the haill 'teyndis yitt he was never polTeft 
in any faiff thefe teindis that wer led be his a win proper tennentis The 
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remanent temdis ar led be the goodman of Humbie and his tennentis 
the portiouneris off Leithifheid Lidoun Ormeftounhill quhilk is mair 
then the thrid off the parochoun be vertew off prior takia fett to them 
be thefe quha wer fometyme titularis, for payment off a fmall tak 
dewtie. 

As for the boundis off the parochoun ather in lenthe or breidthe it will 
not exceid ane mylne. 

The particular valnatioun off everier owme in the parochoune is thus : 
The parochoun is divydit in merklandis fo callit becaus every fie portioun 
off land off old payit a merk of maill, albeit in old extent it will uocht 
farr exceid a fyve lib. land.

Leithifheid is a fyiftene merk land lyand runrig, divydit in thrie portiounis, 
quhairof a fyre merk land Lawrence Scottis payis fourfcoir ten lib. flock 
and teynd, a fyre merk land pertaineing to Robert Gray is maynfit, a 
thrid fyve merk land pertaineing to my Lord Balmerinoche payee as the 
reft off his merklandis. 

Lidoun a nyne merk land a hundrethe and eight lib. ftock and teind. 

Newlandis a fix merk land payis fortie eight lib. for the prefent Dyveris 
yeiris bygane it payit a chalder vi&uaH meill and beir with fyre lib. off 
filver. 

Ormeftounhill a fyre merk land helpit by lymeing payis twentie fix 
bollis viftuall meill and beir and fyiftein lib. of filver. Off old it payit 
onlie ten merk according to the merklandis as fsid is. 

Ane fix merk land halden off the guidman of Humbie immediate- 
lie payes tuentie ane bollis viftnall meill and beir. withe ten merk off 
filver. 

The Maynes of Kirknewtoun a fixtene merk land payis everie merk 
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land twentie eight merk flock and teyndis, of old 'a merk as the vther merk 
landis. 

Humbie is a fyifteine merk land alwayee maynfit, and fomequhat helpit 
withe lymeing, efteimit till fyve hundrethe merk ftock and teynd. 

A Twa merk land balden off James Libbertoun payee fix bollis vi&uall 
meill and beir. 

The remanent nyne and -fiftie merk land immediatelie holden off my 
Lord Balmerinoche felfTe payis everie merk land tuel lib. ftock and teynd, 
being ather old rentalleris, or gif new entereris payes OerfomeB, exceptand 
ane merkland callit Moffatis merk land payes fix lib. teind withe the reft 
to my Lord Balmerinoche ane boll beir and thrie furlattis meill in ftock 
to the guidman of Humby. 

Thair is a Schoole in the parochoun hot lyikelie to difiblve the nixt terme 
for want of maintenance. 

Thair is a neceftitie off a Schoole albeit the Communicantis be few, yit 
they lye all neir the kirk and fundrie of vther parochounis being neirer 
to it than thair owen paroche kirk hes benefit be it. 

The number of Communicantis dire&lie twa hundrethe. 

The kirk is ruinous, the miff already decayit, and the parochouneris 
being all poore laboureris will hardelie repair it. 

For the quhilk cans thair hes bene thir dyverie yeirie bygane purpofe 
off vniteing Calder Cleir and Kirknewtoun and that moft commodionflie 
and the* Induellaris off the rowmeof Liftounfeheillis hes bene thir fun dry 
yeiris bygane fervit at the paroche kirk of Kirknewtoun, be reafoun they 
ar feven mylnes off thorter muire ground diftant from thair owen paroche 
kirk off Kirkliftoun, and intercepts be four parochounis viz. Currie, Kirk- 
newtoun, Calder Cleir, Ratho, befydes the crocoing of the watteris Leithe 
and Almond thairfoir requyres vnioun. 

Bot bowfomever your LordTchips may confider be the few number of 
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Communicanti a the ftate off the kirk, and the meannes of the parochoun 
qohat neceffitie it hea of enlairgeing.

The rowmes of Fordel, 
Coittis, Southfyde, Stobhill, Stobis, Quhitehous, Newbyreis place and 
Newbyreis barnes and Newbyreis mylne ar almaift alyk diftant frome the 
kirk viz. Ilk ane of thame ane myll and ane halff or thairby The rowmes 
of Wefthouffes Quhitecleuch and Muirtoun with the houffis called Blak- 
coittis ar almaift alyk diftant frame the kirk viz. Ilk ane of thame ane 
myll or thairby The rowmeis of Eifthouffis, Newtoun, Bryailkirk, houfe 
of Promeis, Parkheid, Laingyerwodheid and the Newtoungrange ar almaift 
alyk diftant frome the kirk, to witt, ilk ane of thame halff ane mylne or 
thairby The Eiftmylne, Walkmylne and Stanieflett ar ane quarter of 
ane myll or thairby ; The kirk of Newbottill ftandis in the toun of New- 
bottill ; Nane vnited vnto it, and it vnited vnto nane.

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Colledge. kirk, bot it is ane benefice of cure being ane benefice of it felf 
finoe the reformatioun. It is ane benefice of perfonage and viccarage ftill 
remaining in the perfone of tbe Abbat of auld It is ane lawick patron- 
age, bot fince the reformatioun to our judgment the Erie of Lothiane 
is patrone. The perfonage and vicoarage wes baith in the Abbattis per- 
fone befoir the reformatioun vntill it wes ere&ed The Miniiler hes 40 
bollis mwckit land aittis, 16 bollis beir 8 bollis quheit ij c and 1 merkis 
quhitk wilbe in all ffour chalderia vi&uall Tua hundretb and fyftie merkis, 
the Minifter being bund to fumifche the elementis to the Lordis fupper, 
quhilk is payed furth of the reddyeft of the teyndis.

The Eftate of the Kirk and paroche of Diriltoun called of old the paroche 
of Gulane anfueirable unto the articles conteaned in the ordinance of his 
Majeftiee Commiffioneris, Quhilk eftate is given up be Maifter Andro 
Makghie Minifter, James Sandelandis in Kingftoun, Jhone Wode in Dir- 
iltoun, Thomas Hoplbburghe in Weft Fentoun, and James Craik in Gu- 
lane, quho wer all fworne by the Moderatour of the prefbyterie of Ha- 
dingtoun, according to the tennour of the oathe lett doun in the end of 
the forfaid ordinance, and quho have all fubferyved the declaratioun fol- 
lowing in token of ther diligence and faithfullnes. 

1. The number of the Communicantis in this paroche ar betuixt eight 
hundreth and nyne hundreth perfons never beneath eight hundrcth never 
above nyne hundreth paft fixtein yeiris of age. 

2. The paroche is in lenth eift and weft above thrie myles, of the 
quhilk ther is neir a myle on the weft fyde not inhabite. In breadth it 
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will be above two myles and ane lialfe at the eilber nooke, of the quhilk 
thor is neir thric quarteris of a myle on the north fyde not inhabite. The 
farreft roume in the paroche quhilk is Congiltoun is diftant from the New 
kirk of Diriltoun two myles, all the reft of the tonnes and roumes will be 
diftant fome of them ane myle, fome of them ane halfe, and fome ane 
quarter of a myle. 

3. It is neither vnited in haill nor in pairt to anie other kirk, neyther 
anie other in haill nor pairt united to it. 

4. It is a kirk of the abbacie of Dryburgh ere&it as ane pairt thairof 
in the yeir 1615. 

5. The Minifter his ftipend is two chalders aittis, ane chalder quheate, 
ane chalder beir, ane hundreth merkis of money payed out of the great 
teinds by my Lord the Erie of Kellie quho bought that haill kirk from 
my Lord the Erie of Marre at a verie deir rate.

lowing as they wer requyrit be the faid Mr Alexander thair Minifter. 

Imprimis ther is ten fcoir or therby Communicantis in the parochin. 

The kirk ftandis neir the ane end of the parochin, quhilk parochin is of 
lenth 3 myles and ane half or therby, fra the kirk to the rartheft pairt of 
the parochin ther is fcarce 3 myles.

It is ane Kirk of Linclowdane. 
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The kirk is not vnited to any other nether hes ever bein It is ane 
College kirk of the Proveftry of Linclouden. 

It hes no fchoole hut greit neid of ane fchoole as in all thos pairtis. 

Ther is in it no foundatioun for hofpitallis nor chap Ian ryes pre ben dries 
or frier landis within the famin. 

The worth of the rent of the roumes for the prefent can not be fett (the 
parochin lying wnder tuelf yeirig fpoilyea of the parfonnage teinds) at the 
inftance of the Laird of Drumlangrig By that ane greit pairt of the parochin 
payis nocht but daily fervice. 

The tythes therfoir hes not bein drawin and quhen the gadman of Hillis 
bruikit the tithes, the boll wes fett for 30 and 40 5. yeirly duety quharby 
the rent of the landis increffit.

Johne Currour now vicare thairof and heg the vicarage for seruing the cuir at the said kirk 
and the present estait thairof is thus to wit Thair is ane manss and nyne or ten sikeris of kirk- 
land with ane dalwork of medow or thairby The quhilk befbir the said Johne bis cunning 
thair was set for four bollis beir measour of Neyth yeirlie, (and the said Johne at his cuming 
To the intent he mycht get poesessionn of the haill landis) becaus it was alleget that four 
aikeris thairof wald fall in to the gleib. Thairfoir the said Johne demittit to the gnidman of 
Hillis the haill vicarage teyndia of xxxviij merklandis to wit the xviij merkland of Hillii

Quhilk day the Miuifter of Dull conveined with the Commiffionerie re- 
ceaved and fworne before the Moderatour off the preibitrie of Dunkeld 
anent the commiffione to trye the eftate off the kirk and paroche off Dull 
conforme to the articles contained in the laid commiffion And the laid 
Miuifter and Commiffioners vnderfubfcryvand did cognofce as followes.

Quhilk day Mr Jhone Clapertoun Minifter, haven conveiued with Jbone 
Smithe Bailzie of Ednem, Alexander Dikfone in Ednam, Alexander Maf- 
fone thair (lykas thai had conveiued diverfe tymie befor)' being choyfen 
and fworne by the prefbiterie for latisfying the Commiffioun given for 
tryell of the eftait of our kirkis viz. teindis and vtheris thairin oonteined ; 
and deiplie eonfidering the mater at diverfe tymis befor, by all lawfull 
meinis of juft tryell, givis thair declaratioun and anfuer to the articles 
as followis. 

1. In this parochine thair is yeirlie about 500 Communicant is and this 
yeir thair is 550 frome fyfteine yeir ould and above, befyd 130 Catechiftis 
frome eleven yeirie ould and above. 

3. The lenthe and breaid of this parochine is bothe alyk, 'quhilk is about 
tua mylis every way and the farreft roume fra the paroche kirk is little 
mair nor a myle. 

3. The Minifteris prefent ftipend is 500 merkis payit out of the teindis 
by the barone of Ednem kyndlie takfman thairto. 

4. Thair hes ever mor beine a fchool heir becaus we have many young 
oniB, butt very poorlie prefervit, without any founded rent for vpholding 
of itt, alfo the teandis may very weall bear ane honeft provifioun for & 
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fchool and thair is ane abfolut neceflitie that thair fould be a fchool, 'far 
within the toun of Ednem thair wilbe very neir lex Icor bairnis capable 
of learning. And the moll pairt of the parentis is not able to pay thair 
fchool waidgis.

Alfo thair is a plot of ground callit Barningtoun quhilk is lying- in 
pley betuixt the Earle of Roxburgh and the barone of Ednem, quhilk is 
thought to be of the parochine of Ednem, becaus the barone of Ednem 
as takifman of the teandis of Ednem hes bein in vie to gather the halfe 
of the teandis of this land quhen it was labourit, and as yet gatheris the 
halfe of the teind of certaine aikeris thairoff to the number of 3 or 4, 
quhat it is worthe we can not informe. 
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Our kirk of Ednem is nathar fpaoious nor fpecious, for it is not able 
to conteine the halfe of our peopill at any folemne tyme of raeitiiig It 
is not fo weill wpbolden as any barne or byr, and except it be helpit 
fpedelie it is ruinous and tendis to falling, and our kirk yard dykis is 
lying with the ground and hes great nead off repairing.

2. The number of the peopill within that part of the Abbay kirk at Cam - 
buffeenneth now demolifed that cumis to the kirk of Logie and gettis benefit 
of the word facramentis burial and manages ar ane hundreth and threttie. 

The extent of the lenth of the laid paroche from veil to eift is reput 
and callit thrie myles and the breadth thairof from north to fouth other 
thrie myles and that the kirk is placit and fituat dire&He in the mids of 
the faid paroche or thairby fo that the remoteft lions in the paroch is 
vithin ane myle and ane half or thairby from the kirk. 

3. The paroch of Logie vas never vnited to any vther kirk bot hes bene 
alwayes ane paroch kirk of itfelffe. 

4. The kirk of Logie was ane kirk of the priorie of Northherrick with- 
in the diocie of Dunblane bot now as it is thocht is changit in ane laik 
patronage, and my Lord Elphinftone pretendis to be patron thairof as 
having the Kingis confirmatioun thairof, quhilk gift his L. took the tyme

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his L. vas threforer to his Majeftie, bot it ie thocht be vtheris that this 
patronage is not valid, becaus at his L. gift taking thairof the faid kirk 
vae not diflblved fra the priorie, bot if his L. gift thairof be not good, it 
mult apperteine to thame quho lies erefted the priorie of Northbervik if 
it be ere&ed in ane temporalitie.

PARISH OF NESTING. 

At the Kirk of Netting 30 June 1627 yeiris. 

The quhilk day and place were prefent Laurence Sinclair of Burgh 
Edward Sinclair of Bilzefetter and David Forreftar of Lunay heretoum 
and inhabitantis of the parochin of Netting Lunafting Quhaylfay and the 
Skerries quha were nominal and cholin be the moderator and brethrene 
of the Miniftrie of Zetland with Johnne Adamfone Minifter of the laid 
parochin thair prefent alfo to tak tryall and inform&tioun of the eftate of 
the laid parochin conforme to the articles fett doun in a warrand direct 
from the Commiffionaris nominat be the Kings Majettie to treat with his 
Majefteis fubiectis on materia concerning the Erections, &c. The quhilkis 
foirnameit perfons accepted the burden vpon tharae for the tryall foirfaid and 
are fworne to that effcd according to the oath fett donn in the faidwarrand. 

And firft it is to be wnderttood that Netting and Lunafting are a pairt 
of the gritt Ileland called be the countrey people the Mainland and 
Quhayllfay and Skerries are lies nixt adjacent quhairby appeirandly the 
laid parochin ather conftfts of thrie finall pareifes vnitted or of one grittar 
parochin quhairin (becaus of the diftance of the duelling places from 
any one kirk and of the difficultie of the way be fea and be land quhairby 
a convenient meitting culd not be at one kirk) thair hes bein bwilt thrie 
feverall kirkis quhairof one in Netting another in Lunafting and a thrid 
in' the He of Quhayllfey for the grittar eafe of the people and inhabitantis 
thairof At the quhilkis thrie kirkis they have bein and yit are fervit be 
one Minifter in preaching and wther exercifes of Religion per vices. 

1. As to the number of Communicants (and fo forth of the reft of 
thefe articles in order as they only concerns this pareis) The faidis perfons 
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after tryall find to be within Nefting 1 78 and in Lnnafting 1 04 and in Qu- 
hayllfay and Skerries 1 58 Summa of all the Communicant is extendis to 440.

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SCOTLAND TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 



Our attention has been directed to the situation 
of our Dative country two hundred jean ago, and 
the remarkable coincidence betwixt the circum- 
stance* by which the history of that period is 
distinguished and those circumstances which at 
the present moment engross and agitate the 
liiinds of our countrymen, by the perusal of • 
most interesting volume which haa been present- 
ed to the Maitland Club, by our townsman, 
Alexander M'Grigor, Esq., writer, a member 
of that useful institution.* We may be per- 
mitted to premise, that though this Club was 
founded so recently as 1828, the works already 
printed at the expense of the common fund, and 
contributed by individual members, form a 
valuable library ; and we have reason to believe 
that those in progress will add greatly to the 
interest and utility of the collection. 

• Reports on the state of certain Parishes in Scot- 
land nude to His Majesty 1 * CommUrionera for plan- 
tation of Kirks, 4c, in pursuance of their Ordinance 
dated April 12th, 1627. From the Originals preserved 
in Hit Majesty's Register House. Printed at Edin- 
burgh, 1835. 
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The unfortunate Chsrle* I. undertook no easy 
t«ik when he attempted to Mttle the conflicting 
claim* of the aristocracy tod the compUinu of 
the clergy. The great bone of contention waa 
the tithe* and church property, which the one 
regarded aa fair spoil, and the other considered 
a* the true patrimony of the church and thought 
it sacrilege to touch. Charle* himself had formed 
a deaign to revoke the ecclesiastical grant* which 
hi* father had been induced to beitow on hi* 
subject*, and though he pasted from the revoca- 
tion of the church land*, which had been settled 
on the favourite* in the preceding reign, he ad- 
hered to hi* plan in regard to the tithe*. He 
accomplished a most important change in the 
law, which, in consequence of the increased pros- 
perity of the country, and, the rise in the value 
of land, hu proved a great boon to the heritors 
of Scotland. We allude to the system of valu- 
ing the teiod, or tithe, and ordaining the titular 
to tell it to the landowner at nine yean* purchase 
of that value. It ia true that at the date of the 
enactment this wis a high price, indought to have 
freed thepurchaser from all future claim* for aug- 
mentation* of stipend from the purchtaed teind ; 
vet experience has shown that the measure altoge- 
ther waawise, politic, and beneficial, and when we 
see the advantage* which our countrymen enjoy 
over the landholder* in the other parts of the 
empire, we almost feel inclined to admit that 
this measure counterbalanced many of the evil* 
and abntrditie* of Charles's reign. 

Prior to the adjustment of this question and 
those connected with it, a commission of en- 
quiry waa issued. This took place in January, 
1697, and the object waa to ascertain the ecclesi- 
astical (tatiitic* of Scotland. When it become* 
necessary to introduce change* into national in- 
stitutions, which call for an appropriation of 
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public money, or when the legislature U asked 
to give inch institutions power to form bye laws 
for the regulation of their own affairs, it ii surely 
fair and reasonable that the government be made 
acquainted with the circumstance* upon which 
the demand for interference is retted. A com- 
miaaion of enquiry is a simple and expeditious 
method of collecting auch intelligence and con- 
veying it to the government. In our dayi we 
have teen this plan adopted in man; instances 
with decided success ; yet such commissions are 
never without their enemies, as if the exposure 
of facta were to expose corruptions, or open to the 
public eye that which self-interest and party 
spirit bad an interest to conccaL 

The commissioners of 1037 were men of high 
reputation and status, and it appears that among 
the first of their acta was the issuing of an order 
to the different Presbyteries to report to them on 
the state of their respective parishes. In the 
prefatory note to the volume before us, it is said 
that no copy of this order has been preserved. 
This is much to be regretted ; but although the 
records of the commission itself have not been 
preserved, we think that the terms of the order 
must be found in the records of some of the 
Presbyteries ; we are aware that great careless- 
ness prevailed in the preservation of these regis- 
ters at the period alluded to, but we have seen 
some volumes very entire in the decade imme- 
diately subsequent to the date of the commis- 
sion, and the Maitland Club have printed various 
records of Presbytery of a date considerably an- 
terior to it. The order, then, will probably yet 
be found, and it woujd be of some consequence 
to have it printed and preserved as an appendix 
to this volume, 

It is still more to be regretted that of all the 
returns made, and we presume they moat have 
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merous, those of 49 parishes only should 
d. The** 49 returns form the content* 
rolome which Mr M'Grigor hti printed, 
tented to his associate*.

With regard to the accommodation for the 
pariah minister, we find the clergy sometimes a* 
little querulous. The minister of Chingil Bark 
(Channel Kirk) says, " Their hat nott bein ai 
yett a manse for a minister, by rtasone of the 
none-red dence of my predecessors, so that I am 
very evill oait," and "for aoumia' grass I have 
nane, nor any uther carnality quhataoever, to 
that I cannot hold bouse in such one barren pain 
of the countrie, being eight my His from ane 
merkat, and hating ten peraonia every day to 
sustaine, quhairaa I wuld be harberoui (hospit- 
able) as the Apostle commands, — Timoth. 3 cap. 
3 Terte." 

The information which thit volume affords on 
the subject of schools, it probably not the least 
valuable part of its contents. It appears that 
Scotland owes the immediate establishment of 
parochial schools to an Act of the Privy Council, 
patted during the visit of King James in 1616. 
Thit Act and relative documents are printed in 
the Introduction to Sir Patrick Walker's Con- 
tribution to the Maitland Club — a curious work, 
to which we may afterwards call the attention of 
our readers. One object of the Commission of 
I62T was, to ascertain what schools were in 
existence throughout the kingdom, and it it ■ 
startling fact, that in forty-nine parishes, there 
were only eleven in which schools had been 
erected, while there were thirty-three without 
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any schools, and five from which then in do re- 
port! on Ihii subject. The reports ire almost 
uuiuiinoui that there is ■ great derirt to here 
schools, but that they cannot exist without some 
legal support In some parishes school* had 
been commenced, but were given up became the 
people conld not support the teacher, and it is 
very generally recommended to endow these 
seminaries from the Winds. In one case it is 
said that a "competent stipend may be made off 
the teinds called the viear'i battrack." The 
nectitity of having schools is universally admit- 
ted. In one Instance, it is said, " Their is ane 
greit neccssitie of ane skule, for not ane of the 
parocbe can read nor wryt, except the minister." 
And in the case of Greenock, it is said, " Thau- 
is greit neceasitie for a schooll, in respect it is 
far distant from tonnes, neir adjacent to the 
hielandis, and greit popilneaa of people, thair 
children needis to be instructed." In the case of 
Tranent, it is said, " Thair is no skull, nor 
house for the lamin, nor stipend thsirto, within 
the said parocbe, excep ane vohmtar, quha is 
reidar at the kirk of Tranent, upon the charge 
of the parochineris ;" in another case, " the 
Kingii Majestie'a godly intentions anent tbe 
sailing of schooles" are noticed ; and in various 
other case*, it i* said that a school has been 
"sustained by the labouraris of the ground." 
This was a proud distinction in the character of 
tbe people, and paved the way for the cordial 
reception of schools in every parish — one of the 
greatest blessings ever bestowed on sny commu- 
nity by its government. 

We might enlarge, and have a great in- 
clination to enlarge, on the various interesting 
topics already noticed, as well as to compare tbe 
situation of our country, and the character and 
conduct of our countrymen in 16ST, with, its situs- 
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tion and their character and conduct in 1S36 ; but 
our limits forbid. At present, we have done 
enough to give Mine Idea of the information 
which thii volume unfolds, ind which, we heai- 
tate not to lay, ii equally creditable to the con- 
tributor, and to the society to which it has been 
presented ; and at a future time we may revert 
to some of the topica which it presses on our 
attention. In the meanwhile, we think it bare 
justice to the Maitland Club to add, that if by 
their labour* luch muniment* of our history a* 
are now before us are to be made more accessible 
to the public, to historical and political inquir- 
ers, and to posterity, we cannot but augur well 
of the institution and ita results.
